CANDY MATSON by Ed Drumm Jr... Hadio!ls Candy “Matson was rather 
unique in a few ways. The series was a detective-adventure show that. 
‘featured a woman in the title role. It was the last network shew to 
originate in San Francisto before the mass-exodus to Los Angeles ana 
it was sustained for most of its 2 years on the air. The progran. bagan 
with the sponsorship of Paul Seegle but then was sutained when it. 
could not pick up sponsorship because of high production costs and 
most sponsors at that time were afraid of a non-Hollywood based pro- 
gram. The show finally completed its run in May of 1951 because 
NBC refused to pick up the bills any longer...Throughout its run Can- 
dy Matson compiled good ratings and in 1950 even won a San Francis“ 
Examiner poll for most popular show in San Francisco..,.Candy Matson 
began its run on June 29, 1949 and starred Natalie wasters as Candy 
and featured Lu Tobin, Henry Leff and Jack Themas. The announcer was 
Dudley Manlove with Eloise Rowen the organist. Candy Matson originated 
at KNBC (now KNBR) in San Fran. and was a network program-part of 
NBC's western network serving 11 states. The writer-producer of the 
series was Monte Masters. Masters was a ukulele player turned actor 
turned writer/producer. Masters, \efore the Candy Matson series, was 
associated with earlier radio shows such as: HAWTHORNE HOUSE, -WOMAN 
IN WHITE and I WANT A DIVORCE. While working on Hawthorne House he

1972 with those made in the 30's...In 1926 Leo Fitzpatrick (The 
Kaneas City Nighthawk) who became manager of WR in Detroit persuaded 
Fr. Coughlin to experiment with radio as a fund-raising medium. For 
four years he gave Sunday sermons to children, without significant 
public reaction. Then, in 1930, when he injected politics and econ- 
omics into his sermons, he attracted a large following. +t. that tis 
he formed the Radio League of the Little Flower...Much of his mail 
brought contributions, and he bought time on a 16-station CB3 network 
which ultimately grew to an ad hoc 47-station hookup after CBS eased 
him off the air hecause of listener complaints. His denumciation of 
the menace of Hoover brought him a million congratulatory letters. by 
1936 he had abandoned his earlier support of the New Deal and had 
called Franklin Roosevelt a liar which precipitated a censure from the 
Pope. He began publishing Social Justice and formed a political act- 
ion group which was anti-Semitic, anti-Roosevelt, and pro-Facist. 

He denounced Eddie Cantor and Bernard Baruch as America's 2 most dan- 
gerous Jews...By 1938 Father Coughlin, the radio priest was spending 
half a million dollars a year for radio time. But several stations 
then fefused him the time because of his anti-Semitic campaigns and 
the florid rhetoric which had make the priest nationally famous had 
become an embarrassment to many broadcasters. In 1940 Fr. Coughlin 
announced that he had abandoned his plans for a new series of radio 
talks and said that mem powerful in the field of radio and other 
activites had forced the decision upon me... 3peaking at a retirement 
ceremony for a Michigan county sheriff in December, 1972, the radio 
priest of the 30's who had warned the country against the "Menace of 
Hoover" and who ahd called FDR a liar, lashed out against critics of 
President Nixon. Said Fr. Coughlin, "We have only one presidábt at a 
time and we should shpport him."
